REMARKS 

I. Status of Claims 

By this amendment, Applicant proposes cancellation of claim 1, leaving claims 12 
through 16 pending and in condition for allowance. 

II. Rejection under 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claim 1 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 for the reasons set forth in the Office 
Action. Applicant respectfully traverses for the reasons of record. However, without 
conceding the rejection, the cancellation of claim 1 is proposed herein to put the present 
application in condition for allowance with claims 12 through 16.
